Radios Plagued 
By Solar Flare 


Boulder, Colo. (AP) The lar- 
gest, brightest solar flare since 
1966 interrupted short - wave 
radio communications around 
the world Monday, the U.S, 
Space Disturbance Forecast 
Center reported. 

Forecaster Karl Kildahl said 
the ‘‘noise storms,’’ which in- 
terrupted transmission on a 
wide area of the short-wave 
band - - from 184 megacy- 
cles down to 10 megacycles -- 
had ‘‘mostly died down’’ Mon- 
day evening. 

But, he said, computer analy- 
sis predicts a 64 percent chance 
there will be a second wave of 
interruptions from the same 
flare on July 10, 

No one will ever see a solar 
flare with the naked eye, Kil- 
dahl said, but the sensitive in- 
struments at the center here 
and a dozen or so ‘flare pa- 
trol’’ stations around the world 
see them often. 

Flares occur just about every 
day, but not of the magnitude 
of the sighting Monday. They 
are caused by an intensification 
of the magnetic field surround- 
ing the sun. 

The result is an intense white 
spot on the red blob the sun 
appears to be when viewed 
through the filtered instruments 
used at the center. The flare 
gives off X-rays and protons, 
much like a hydrogen explo- 
sion, Kildahl explained, He was 
quick to add there is no radia- 
tion danger, because the earth 
is protected by its own mag- 
netic field. 

The change in the sun’s mag- 
netic field produces a change 
in the earth’s magnetic field, 
and that’s when short - wave 
transmissions suffer,

Guest Editorial

TODAY’S HAM HAS BEEN DEPRIVED OF a certain rightful 
share of radio’s fullest participation and frustration by the in- 
roads of modern technical development. Operating aids such 
as rotary beams, mechanical filters and that Devil’s crea- 
tion, SSB (to mention a few) have, each, slyly infiltrated our 
hobby to a point where much of the challenge (and frustration) 
has been removed and results seem almost automatic, At 
times it appears that the only development lacking is a 
solid-state, ‘computerized ham station, programmed to per- 
form all functions sans operator even unto the accurate 
prediction of contest scores and band openings. Back when 
this editor was a colt amateurs were Hams and they brewed 
up a mixture of rigs (and the signals to go with them, too!) 
out of whatever ingredients were available on a ‘‘Beg, borrow 
or steal’? basis, If the stock on hand did not exactly agree 
with the recipe, then it was the recipe that was changed to 
accommodate the ingredients. As Messrs. Gilbert and Sulli- 
van (a pair of Hams in their own right) might have sang, 
«*We made the crime fit the punishment....’’ 

AND, WE DIDN’T HIDE THOSE RIGS in fancy boxes, either, | 
nor camouflage them with a facade of ornamental gadgetry. 
Mostly they were built on and across the top of old kitchen 
tables (and, occasionally, up the side of an adjacent wall as 
well) - an ultra-flexible constructional concept, popular in 
those pre-boob tube days and one that offered the ultimate 
in ventilation and cockroach elimination whilst permitting 
direct observation of tube colors during tune-up. Everyone 
knew that tube coloring was the only true indicator of circuit 
resonance and loading and that dough wasted on meters was 
better invested in tubes (of which we used quite a few!) Only 
sissies went in for fuses - which have always been notorious 
for failure at critical moments. Our protective devices were 
built around the Indian head penny and we were hooked on 
them. No one has ever heard of an Indian Head failing during 
the Sweepstakes! 

BUT - THE REAL DIFFERENCE LAY WITH THE OPERA- 
TORS, THEMSELVES. We were - all of us - primarily CW 
operators and good ones, too! We had to be for fone stations 
were few and far between and there was no question of mode 
if you wanted to work the good stuff and, oftimes, even on 
CW this was a chore. We didn’t have those sneaky Twiggy 
Filters nor beam antennae to suck up the weak ones but we 
cranked up the gain (if there was any), drove the cans deeper 
into our Eustachian tubes, held the breath and, sometimes, 
prayed those weak ones home. Successful DX-ing was an 
index of the Ham’s determination and ability to withstand 
pain and the real heroes of early DX days were those “phone- 
men’’ who waded, waist-deep, in heterodynes to snatch new 
ones from the undertow. We regarded them almost as per- 
manent residents of Olympus and they deserved the title, 
Their lairs bore out the illusion for they did, indeed resem- 
ble the abodes of Gods. Surrounded by coffin-like structures 
housing groaning pole pigs and illuminated by funereal recti- 
fiers, they practiced their nocturnal rites to the accompanying 
cacophony of an infinite variety of sounds - none of which were 
provably human in origin and they were the Giants of the era, 

YET, NOTHING IS PERMANENT SAVE CHANGE AND, 
exactly as it had to other giants in other eras, Change tapped 
our Giant and bid it begone. As Paleolithic monsters, aeons 
ago, retreated from the onslaught of more nimble predators so 
did our A.M. dinosaurs fade from the attack of SSB, that 
subtle, shadowless, spoiler and with their end dame the end 
of an era. No longer is it necessary to operate amid hideous 
heterodynes and massive machinery for the banshees have 
been laid to rest and the hardware comes packaged in gaudy 
mini-boxes. No longer shall the phone DX-er endure aural 
agony in his search for the elusive for the spoiler has de- 
pained the effort and, in the doing, devaluated the operator. 
There must be little challenge and even less thrill in painless 
operating even as, we suppose, there is neither pride nor

What Is Radio Amateur? 


The Amateur Radio Operator 
is the complete opposite of the 
commercial radio user. He may 
not use his station for his own 
gain, meaning he may not use 
it for business. But beyond that 
he may talk to any other ama- 
teur station anywhere in the 
world and say anything he 
pleases. Yes, hams can and do 
talk to other hams in Russia, 
Cuba and other Iron Curtain 
countries (though there are none 
in VietNam or China.) In fact, 
Russia actually encourages 
amateur operation as much as 
any other government! 

Amateurs are encouraged to 
design and build their own 
equipment, and many dosoeven 
though commercially -built 
equipment of very high quality 
is available quite reasonably. 
Even the lowest grade licensee 
may make any adjustment to 
his equipment, since he alone is 
responsible for its proper op- 
eration. 

The Amateur is permitted to 
use up to 1000 watts transmit- 
ter power - aS much as many 
smaller broadcast stations - 
although only a minority actu- 
ally use the limit. Many ama- 
teurs have made worldwide con- 
tacts using very low power. 
On the other hand, amateurs 
have made many two-way con- 
tacts via the Moon - a feat 
which experts can easily prove 
is impossible with even the 
maximum power allowed the 
Ham! 

Amateurs can and do talk 
with each other by a variety of 
modes.

Antenna 
Feedlines 


The persons who get excited 
about a 1.2:1 or even a 2:1 
VSWR on their antenna feedlines 
should read what Mosley Elec- 
tronics, Inc., has to say on the 
subject.

clarify any misunderstanding, 

As you well know, when we 
began our Inspection Program, 
it was based on the last digit of 
the tag number starting with 
four and five in June; six and 
Seven in July; eight and nine in 
August; zero and one inSeptem- 
ber; and two and three in Octo- 
ber, The month of November 
was designated for special tags. 
It has been the ruling of this De- 
partment that the ham radio op- 
erator tags would qualify as 
Special tags; therefore, they 
must be inspected in November, 

I might point out that there is 
nothing that would prevent any 
ham radio operator from having 
their cars inspected before this 
month, 

The one exception to the above 
rule is in Dade County as we had 
to ‘grandfather’? them into our 
Program because they were op- 
erating a previous inspection 
program for many years. It was 
decided that we would accept all 
Dade County inspection certifi- 
cates and instead of using the 
ending digit in the tag number 
that we would use the expiration 
date on all existing Dade County 
certificates. This would mean 
that anybody living or working 
in Dade County must abide by 
the expiration date of the cer- 
tificate rather than tag num- 
bers. If they do not have an in- 
spection certificate, they must 
obtain one immediately in Dade 
County. 

I hope that this information 
is satisfactory and will help 
clear some of the many ques- 
tions that you have been receiv- 
ing. If additional information 
is needed, please do not hesitate 
to contact this office.

Are All Radio Tubes Alike? 


By John Essock WB4GEY 


Many people are not aware 
of the fact that for a given type 
number of a radio tube there 
may be similar tubes under 
different numbers which are 
available which have superior 
application and in some cases, 
superior performance charac- 
teristics. 

Most radio tubes are so called 
‘¢Appliance”’ type and are stan- 
dard equipment in most civil- 
ian electronic equipment. These 
tubes do the job well and are 
the lowest cost. There are, 
however, two additional classi- 
fications of tubes which are 
built to higher standards, parti- 
cularly resistant to vibration 
and may have a longer life, 
more conservative rating, and 
of course at a higher cost. 

The two classifications are 
the Military (Mil) and the Com- 
mercial (comm), The best is 
the Mil classification and is 
specified by the military ser- 
vices for most of their equip- 
ment if this type is manufac- 
tured. Not all tubes are avail- 
able in the Mil and Comm 
types. For those types that are 
they are ideal for applications 
in mobile equipment or in units 
which may be subject to hand- 
ling or vibration, In addition 
some of the Mil and Comm 
types are built to more rigid 
specifications and higher stan- 
dards of life, rating, and tol- 
erance which would make ther 
more desirable even for the 
usual applications, 

The cost premium varies 


from tube to tube, but usually 
is from 25 to 35%. Longer life 
and more trouble-free perfor- 
mance should justify this 
slightly higher cost. Electronic 
stores have cross - reference 
catalogs which can give the Mil 
and Comm numbers for stan- 
dard appliance tube numbers, 
Each carries a different type 
number and the amateur should 
have recorded all three type 
numbers for each tube if all 
three types are available for 
the tube. 

With this in mind you may 
even be able to pick up some 
of the premium tubes at_ the 
same or at lower prices if 
they are not fast sellers, With 
this information you will find 
it helpful when purchasing re- 
placement radio tubes.

Slow Scan TV On Amateur Bands 


The Federal Communications 
Commission has adopted rules 
providing for a slow scan tele- 
vision in the high frequency and 
very high frequency amateur 
bands, 

Effective August 30, slow 
scan television is permitted
